The question of education deeply inter- 
ests those who live in the new States, and 
who are doing what they can to lay good 
foundations of society. Two modes always 


that by private or incorporated schools, and 
that by public free schools. The former 
has had-evident advantages over the latter, 
in respect to selectness, of both teachers 
and pupils, and in respect to the course, 
progress, and thoroughness of study. The 
Academy, Seminary, High School and 
Classical School, have had the leading posi- 
tion in our systems of education. In them 
our youth, it has been supposed, must be 
fitted for College, or for practical business. 
‘They were deemed indispensible, and the 

. founder of an Academy, or Female Semi- 
nary, was deemed a public benefactor’ in 

_ the highest sense. Accordingly many such 
institutions have been established and largely 
supported, in most of the States, by endow- 
ments from rich gentlemen and ladies. The 
common school, even in New England, its 

chome,- remained very common. It had 
hardly any distinguishing grades ; hardly 
any means of progress from primary to 

| higher studies. Its abode was usually in 
poor, uncomfortable and uninviting houses. 
Its teachers were of the common sort, using 
their office as a make-shift until a more lu- 
crative one might offer, or until means 
might be secured to pay Academy or Col- 
lege bills. Its reputation was such that all, 
who could afford to, sent their children else- 
where. Its very name was offensive, at 
least to aristocratic tastes. And yet it did 
educate the masses of the people. It always

Thus a kind of contest was waged between 


the patricianism of the Academy and the 


plebeianism of the Common School. It 
was an easy thing for the rich to found and 
control and enjoy the former. It was a 
more difficult matter to grade, elevate, per- 
fect and guide the latter. The one however 
was established for the few in scattered lo- 
calities, here and there, as the philanthropic 
and wealthy could be found to endow them, 
The other was for the multitude every- 
where. The former was an importation 
from England and the Continent ; the latter _ 
was a purely American institution. It was 
evident that one or the other of these sys- 
tems must prevail and become dominant in 
American society. 

* Qnemust take precedence in all our new 
States and finally throughout the Union. 
If the Academy naturally gathered around 
itself for supporters the aristocracy and the 
chivalry, and had also the savor of mon- 
archy and the prestige of venerable names, 
the Common School had the more powerful 
support of the general interest and sympa- 


| thy of the people with a deep conviction of 


i:s necessity to the public welfare. They 
were clear-sighted men who discerned this 
fact and this tendency years ‘ago, and who 
accordingly gave themselves to the eleva- 
tion of the “ Common School.” They have 
done it by discovering what are the real 
excellences of the Academy, and incorpora- 

ting them into the public school, and also 
in Jaying better the foundations of the lat- 
ter, by more thorough primary classsifica- 
tion and instruction. In fact, all that is 
valuable in the Academy, Seminary cr 
Select School, has been, or is being absorbed 
into the Free Schools in the cities and 
larger: villages at least. The grading is 
both higher and lower ; the classification is 
more careful ; the course of studies is more 
wisely adapted to the pupils than in any 
Academy. The teacher’s office has become 
a profession for which he must be fitted by 
nature and by study. The separation of 
the sexes and the establishment of bigh 
schools, for young ladies, above grammar 
schools,-which you have so happily done in. 
San Francisco, is an improvement, sought 
and more or less fully secured in Boston, : 


Northern cities. The “ Free Academy,” 


next above the Grammar School, obtains 
general favor, and it is evidently soon to be- 
come an integral part of the free school 
system. Districts in the country will soon 
unite and establish them, so that the youth 
may pass from the lower to the higher de- 
partments, as-in the best arranged city 
schools. In the sparsely settled towns the 
children of the more wealthy will go away 
to the academies or seminaries, while the 
podrer will have to be content with the 


red house.” But generally, where the 
mnasses congregate, or where a generous | 
philanthropy prevails, the public school 
has the confidence, the care and the support 
of all classes. It waxes in power and ex- 
tent in all the States north, while the cor- 
porate academy wanes and often struggles | 
for life. With the popularity of the former, 
it has also constantly gained in resources. 


| The buildings now erected for its purposes, | 


as in your own honored city, are among the 
noblest, most artistic and costly structures. 
Its tide of favor runs so high and so strong 
that all parties yield to it. To stem it, would 
be to be overwhelmed. It requires no gift 
.of prophecy to foresee its prevalence over. 
the whole land. It will be vastly easier to 
improve, and even make the common school 
so perfect, as to meet all the educational 
wants of any town or city, than to attempt 
to build up any other rival system. 

It seems to be the destiny now for pupils 
to be fitted in the public schools for the 
College, or for the business of life. The 


Academy is to pass away. The Common 
School is to take its plage and be perma- 
nent. A.

The Assembly has given, during the 
week, prominent attention to the differences 
between the State and Federal Govern- 
ments in relation to donated lands.

We would-now speak of the religious fea- 
tures of the region.’ Antioch occupies a 
pleasant position on the west bank of the 
San Joaquin river, near its mouth, and is 
the place of shipment for most of the coal 
from the mountains six miles to the west. 
The town does not improve much in its ma- 
terial aspects, owing to the unsettled state 
of its land titles. Till lately it has never 
enjoyed, for any length of time, the regular 
preaching of thé gospel. But within the 
last year a worthy young man, approved by | 
the Congregational thurch in Clayton, has 
commenced to labor here. in the ministry, 
and is received with much favor by the’ 
people. Also .a Congregational church of 
seven members has been organized, and in 
a large public hall, built by an enterprising 
proprietor of the town, Mr. Galloway, pub- 
lic worship is observed every Sabbath fore- 
noon by a good assembly of people, and an 
interesting Sunday-school held immediately 
afterwards. This religious work, by Rev. 

Mr: Morgan, is of more real value to this 
village than, thousands of gold and silver 
wealth, even in the riches of the place, 
while its bearings on the eternal future is 
of infinite importance. Mr. Morgan also 
preaches at two or three other places, from 
eight to twelve miles distant, and is always: 
welcomed by good congregations. We hope} 
the people will more and more appreciate 


terial support as shall both prove their in- 
terest in the work, and enable the whole 
time and thought and energy of their min- 
ister to be vapanaocts to his labors in the 
gospel. 

Six miles west of Antioch, in the mount- 
ains, at the point where the most of the coal 
of this State is dug, is a pleasant miners 
village. called Somersville. Here also a 
Congregational church of twelve or four- 
teen members has been organized, and 
preaching each Sabbath afternoon enjoyed 
for. nearly two years, first by Rev. Mr. 
‘Powell, but now by Rev. Mr. Crosby of 
Clayton. The population here, though com- 
posed a great deal of families, is yet quite 
changeable, which is a serious barrier to 
great religious improvement ; and also much 


is in direct conflict with religion. Still the 
prospects for this church are encouraging, 
and we trust they will become more and 
more so, 80 long as the mines last. A rail- 
road is nearly completed from a little below 
Antioch to this place, which it is thought by 
miners may add to th&r interests, though 
the teameters deprecate its competition with 
their freighting. | 

Seven miles more’ to the west and over 
the mountain range, in a romantic, rich ag- 
ricultural valley, is Clayton, a prominent 
point of business for the farming region 
around, and for a variety of mining enter- 
prises in the vicinity—copper, silver, gold, 
and quicksilver. The first is the principal, 
though one mine of the last seems to bid the 
fairest for immediate success. Here a Con- 
gregational church of thirty members has 
been organized, and during the last three 
years been steadily advancing in its work, 
enjoying one rich revival of religion, and 
another not as extensive, but apparently 
most genuine. They have had_ regular

It has had 
the preaching of the gospel regularly every 
two weeks by Rev. Mr. Avery (O. S. Pres- 
byterian) for the last two years, and nearly 
every other Sabbath by Cumberlands or 
Baptists, Disciples or Methodist, one or the | 
other division. It has not a very large 
church-going commonity, yet some men and 
families of excellent character. A Presby- 
terian church of some nine members has 
been. organized during the past year, but 
the only church building» is owned by the 
Cumberlands. Walnut Creek is six miles 
south of this,a good farming section, ro- . 
mantic, lovely, with no church, but having 
occasional preaching in their school-house. 
Three miles west is Lafayette, another farm- 
ing locality, and possessing a moderate 
church building. They have preaching. 
half the time by the Methodists, and a 
pleasant Sunday-school each Sabbath. 
From here Jarge Spanish claims curse the 
country, keeping it a wild desolation over 


the mountains west to the region of Oak- 
land.
